Using available figures from other countries, 
Canada has more law makers per population than any 
other country, excepting perhpps Newfoundland, and New¬ 
foundland’s fate is not enviable. To quote only a few fig¬ 
ures: Japan has one lawmaker for every 73,275 people; 
France one for every 43,857; Britain, one for every 33,907; 
Denmark, one for every 16,790; U.S.A., one for every 15,- 
049; Australia, one for every 12,812; and Canada one for 
every 11,778 people. This does not include civic bodies. 

Canada has ten governments, one for each million peo¬ 
ple. United States has 49, one for every 2,500,000. Britain 
has only one for 45,000,000 people. It takes only 1,335 law¬ 
makers to make all Britain'" laws, but it takes ten parlia¬ 
ments and 881 lawmaker*, for Canada, with its 11,000,000 
of population. "The consequence is,” says the Post, “that 
we are having and will continue to have too many laws, 
too many spending bureaus, too many money disbursing 
schemes. 

“Strong central government is the aim under the newel 
constitutions and must become the objective and the prac¬ 
tice in Canada, United States and Australia. 

“Reducing the size of Parliament; reducing the size ol 
the provincial legislatures would save us- much more thai 
the cost of salaries, travelling expenses, clerks, stenog¬ 
raphers, stationery, etc. It would mearf more concentrated 
attention on important problems and greater economy. 

“It is not what a law-maker costs, but what he causes 
to be spent that is important."

In view of the fact that certain parts of this telephone 
district are at present attempting to organize in rural 
( ownership groups, the procedure in other areas of the 
province may be of interest. Near Macleod a unit is in 
process of formation. In the proposed area to be covered 
there are 1310 poles and 20,500 pounds of wire. The sale 
price including equipment for twenty-five subscribers will 
be $785.00. There will be a switching charge of 65 cts. per 
-ubscriber per month to connect with exchange, and a pin 
change of 12 cts. per month for the Vse of government 
poles to carry the privately owned line to the telephone 
exchange. It is proposed to divide ownership of the system 
into 25 shares of $32.00 each with $8.00 of this payable at 
once and the balance In two yearly instalments.There were 
further estimates outlined, the possible tost in mainten¬ 
ance, sinking fund, collections, etc. The rural rate set by 
the Dominion Railway Board at Ottawa was given as $1.85 
per month.% 

In connection with the formation of the rural units, the 
Lethbridge Herald advises all those organizing the com¬ 
panies to set a rental sufficiently high to cover current 
upkeep and to provide a.ieserve for emergencies. It is 
understood that this is a point which the propective local 
companies are keeping in view. There is plenty ®f evidence 
in recent weeks to show how easily and suddenly rural 
service may be interrupted anti to show also that the cost 
of reinstatement might be considerable. 

It would no doubt be easier to add to the membership 
and to the attractiveness of the proposition, if monthly 
charges for maintenance were cut to the bone. But this 
would not ensure continued success or satisfaction. It is 
much more difficult to raise charges after a period of op¬ 
eration, than to set an initial figure adequate to care for 
al! reasonable emergencies. 

This seems to be the opinion of farmers interested in the 
local problem of ownership, and it is to be hoped that 
when the unit ownership is instituted locally it will be on 
a solid basis, which will provide for permanent service and 
good repair,; \

the High River Times, says: “The average fanner seems 
to be paying annually about $2.20 in interest for every 
acre in crop. It is evident that the rate of interest is as im¬ 
portant to the prosperity of an agricultural country as 
freight rates or wider markets. No greater mistake could 
be made in any country than has been made in Western 
Canada in allowing the land to pass into the hands of pri¬ 
vate owners. We are no worse off than older countries, but 
we had such a chance to start right. We laid the founda¬ 
tion on a wrong land title system and now our whole struc¬ 
ture is top heavy with interest changes. Oqr people are 
working not primarily for themselves but for banks and 
mortgage companies. And it all might have been started 
right, except that our capitalistic interests are too strong 
and humanity as a whole, too ignorant and dis rganized. 

“Instead of allowing land to pass into private owner¬ 
ship, the State should have issued perpetual leases to 
farmers, charging an annual rental of say 3 per cent, of 
"the valuation of the property. Instead of a fanner paying 
$350 a year rent to loan companies, he would pay about 
$200 a year to the government. He would save $150 a 
year on interest alone. He would have no taxes because 
the land rental would supply the government with all th- 
money needed for schools, roads, municipal works, etc. It 
would not be necessary to impose a customs tariff for rev¬ 
enue or protection, because with the low- capitalization 
and low cost of production industries simply would not 
stay away.

These 
funds also include purchase of concentrates and it will be 
realized that though no extraordinary profit can be real¬ 
ized on sales, yet there i,3 some profit It is made very 
clear that there- is ne intention of exporting any feed 
which might be needed for consumption in the Western 
provinces, as domestic needs come first. But it is quite 
probable that there may be surplus feed in some parts for 
which there is no home inarket. It is to owners of such 
surplus that the export plan is of interest. If the Western 
provinces had known in the summer that such an emer¬ 
gency plan might develop, there would no doubt have been 
a much greater supply of fodder available than exists at 
present.

Sheriff McGregor’s efforts. The amount of feed which has 
doubtless been left to waste on unoccupied lands, as well 
as on farms, would have brought a substantial sum into 
circulation in Western Canada. 

The heads of administrations do not seem particularly 
endowed with far-sightedness. Agricultural authorities in 
Inited States and even in Canada, whose business it is to 
study farm situations and possible markets, might have 
been expected to foresee the need for mobilized effort to 
conserve feed for just such an emergency. But the public 
cry is raised only when the season is far advanced, when 
stacks have been burned anc when they hay cutting sea¬ 
son is over. Included in the- loss is the employment of 
many who have been maintained and are being maintained 
•on relief. It is for the public to see that there is no more 
waste of any feed material that might have salable value. 

It has been suggested -hat it is tragic to thjnk of ani¬ 
mals starving on one side of an imaginary line while fod¬ 
der is wasted or burned on the other side. Western Can¬ 
ada has no conception of real drought, and any friendly 
( 'and at the same time profitable) effort to furnish the 
American neighbors with fodder would not be unappre¬ 
ciated. { 


would go to the government, sign his lease, pay his 
$200 and have $2800 left to buy his outfit and start free of 
debt and unburdened. There is only one argument against 
State ownership and that would be the impossibility of 
.speculators reaping a benefit. 

“As our system works out to the homesteader, his ideal 
is to get title and put a mortgage on his land. Then he 
actually becomes a tenant to mortgage companies, and is 
put-oflr if he gets behind. How much better a moderate 
yearly rental to the State under an agreement framed by 
the people’s representatives for the people’s protection, 
and knowing that no creditor could dispossess him of a 
home and means of livelihood. If the people would make 
a study of this question, they would demand that not an¬ 
other acre should be alienated from the State. Some day 
a government pledged to that policy, will be elected in 
Canada.

Announcement was made last week that the 1934 Nobel 
Prize in Medicine had been awarded to three American 
doctors who distinguished themselves by their victory over 
-pernicious anaemia. One of them started the experimental 
use of liver on animals in the treatment of blood condi¬ 
tions. In May^l926, the results of their work were publish¬ 
ed and ever since then liver has been used in the treatment 
of the disease. Calves liver, given away by butchers at that 
time, or at best selling for a few cents per pound, was sell¬ 
ing at 70 cents a pound within a few months. At first pat¬ 
ients were required to eat a pound and a half of liver every 
day, but soon extracts were devised which relieved the mon- 
)tony of the diet and then production of a concentrated 
form for intra-muscul&r injection entirely eliminated the 
daily food dosage. Today it is claimed that those suffering 
from pernicious anaemia need not die. So long as they con¬ 
tinue the treatment they can live normal lives.

It must come, therefore, as a super¬ 
achievement that one of the thousands who were kept alive 
by his discovery has gone on to add to the illustrious rec¬ 
ord of medical research by collaborating in the discovery 
of another great human benefaction—a treatment that will 
stop the ravages of pernicious anaemia.—Hanover Post.

ALTA WHEAT POOL 
GOOD EARNINGS 


At the annual meeting of the Al¬ 
berta Wheat Pool directors held in 
Calgary last week, R. D. Purdy, gen : 
eral manager presented his report. 

The Alberta Wheat Pool has total 
assets of $21,518,063 against current 
liabilities of $5,131,680 and deferred 
liabilities of $6,478,500, it was shown 
by the auditors’ report. The pool, the 
report showed, has a reserve from 
undistributed elevator earnings of 
$9,907,883. 

Obligations to the Alberta t gov¬ 
ernment have been reduced by $350,- 
000 with all interest paid up, and in¬ 
debtedness on the Vancouver termin¬ 
al elevator showed a marked decrease 
it being $150,000 as compared with 
$1,250,000 a year ago. During the 
year working capital increased ap¬ 
proximately $293,377 from $3,8823,- 
851 to $4,117,234. 

Alberta Pool Elevators showed a 
net earning of $78,029 on the hand¬ 
ling of 25,863,209 bushels of grain 
during the year ended July 15, 1934, 
recording to the annual report. 

Operating earnings reached $877,-1 
517. After deduction of depreciation | 
on all elevators totalling $524,496 
and $274,990 interest paid to the 
province of Alberta on the 1929 over¬ 
payment, net earnings were placed in 
reserve.
